Several days. ago 
the operator at the Sea Gate station 
nearly dropped aut of his chair when, in- 
stead of a series of dots and dashes, a 
voice came out of his receiver: “‘North- 
land. Wil dock at 4 p. m.”’ : 

The operator looked about to see if 
anyone was playing a trick. Finding 
himself aione, he finished a call to re- 
peat the message. Back came the dis- 
tinct reply: “Just thought you might be 
lonesome, and I would say ‘Hello.’ ” 

Vermilya would not divulge the work- 
ings of bis telephone, but he said “‘it 
was a simple thing.”

Rumsey had confessed to the police 
and’ to his friends, including the Rev.

Church. 

Rumsey told the police he had a fail- 
ing for cameras and wanted to get a 
g00d one for himself... Beside paying ‘his 
routine expenses‘such as board, lodging 
and. tuition; his father gave him ‘an 
allowance of $12 a week but this did 
not permit the purchase of a. $55 cam- 
era which he saw at a local dealer's. 

So he went to the rooms of three of 
his classmates:who roomed In the same 
dormitory, Lawrence Hell,.and took 
their cameras, gaining admission bya 
pass key. which he borrowed from a 
campus policeman. This was last Thurs- 
day. 

The following day he took the three 
cameras and with $15 cash obtainea 
the desired $55 camera, which he has 
now turned over to the police. He gave 
his name as E. Waldo Emerson to the 
dealer. 

The. classmates from whom he took 
the cameras, are Arthur D. Platt of 
Portiand, Ore.: E. Wald. Emerson of 
Titusville, Pa:, and William H. Gur- 
ney of Buffalo.

But City Is Enabled to Continue

The St. Louis Poster Advertising Co.’s 
sult for a permanent injunction against 
Building Commissioner MeKelvey and 
other city officials, to restrain them 
from interfering with the company’s 
billboards, was dismissed, Thursday, by. 
Judge Dyer of the United States Dis- 
trict Court. This action disposes of the 


injunction proceeding and enables Com- 
missioner McKelvey to continue with 
the enforcement of the city ordinance 
against illegal billboards. 


Application for a temporary injunction 


was made about two weeks ago and was 
denied by Judge Dyer. The attorneys 
of the billboard company then asked 
that a day be set for arguments on an 
application for a permanent injunction. 
The arguments were made Thursday. 

City Counselor Baird argued that the 
petition should be dismissed because it 
did not state sufficient cause to entitle 
the plaintiff to equitable relief. 

Company’s Argument. 

Marion C. Barly and Matt G. Rey- 
nolds, attorneys for the billboard com- 
pany, argued that the company had 
not been given due process of law, in 
that McKelvey had not followed the

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much testimony, but their witnesses had 
not been cross-examined; nor have the 
investigations by the commission on 
that question been ecempleted. We are 
also advised that certain shipping in-’ 
terests will submit testimeny touching 
the adéquacy of the present revenue of 
carriers. In aid of an understanding 
of the first question and of a proper 
solution of the second question, the 
commission, as I explained at a recent 
hearing, also has addressed certain in- 
quiries to carriers which they have not 
yet been able fully to answer. Pending 
the preparation by the railroads of their 
replies, we have-been hearing the pro- 
tests. of shippers against the propesed 
increases in the rates on certain par- 
ticular commodities in which they deal 
or are otherwise interested.’’ 

At the hearings held so far, testimony 
was taken regarding free services and 
special allowances to large shippers. A 
hearing will be held here Feb. 27 and 28 
to consider further the charges for 
“spotting’’ cars:on sidetracks and fo: 
similar services; and on March 16 and 
17 those subjects will be argued. Rec- 
ords of the commission show that there 
are 25,000 shippers’ sidetracks and spur 
tracks in the territory east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

Harlan expressed the desire of the 
commission that the commercial in- 
terests of Chicago, Detroit, Cincinnati. 
Indianapolis and Buffalo come together 
at the hearings prepared to advise the 
cummission of switching and spur track: 
conditions in those cities. Other cities 
also may be heard, At these hearings 
none of the services to and from and 
within industrial plants will be consid- 
ered. It is the information as to what 
the charges should be for the placing 
of cars and for the use of sidings and 
spurs, 

On March 4 and & the question of a 
eharge for placing cars for loading on 
spur tracks leading to coal mines and 
coke ovens will be considered. That 
vili include consideration of the cancel- 
lation by carriers of allowances to in- 
dustrial roads of coal companies and to 
mine operators. 

March 6 and 7 have been reserved 
for the hearing of the protests against 
the proposed increase in coal rates: and 
March 9, 16 and 11 heave been set aside 
for the hearing of general objections 
to the propesed general increase in 
retes and particularly for hearing rep- 
resentatives of the state railroad com- 
missions. 

* Questions Asked of Shippers. 

That part of the case that pertains 
to the proposed increases in lake and 
rail rates will be heard at Washington 
March 12, 18 and 14. 

Separate hearings will be assigned 
later to consider lighterage and other 
special services at New York City and 
in New York Harbor, and considering 
reconsignments and diversions in tran- 
sit, free storage, etc. 

The commission announced that it had 
received many resolutions from organi- 
zations of shippers and commerci! bod- 
les advocating the proposed advance. In 
a circular letter te the organizations, 
the commission points out that it is now 
engaged in a comprehensive investiga- 
tion of special services performed® by 
the railroads for the shippers, as bear- 
ing on the general question of an adc- 
vance, 

Recipients of the letter are request 
ed to reply to certain inquiries relating 
to these special services, and to have 
the replies in the hands of thé com- 
mission not later than March 2.

Last summer he:was 
discharged as cured and was reindicted. 
He was tried and found guilty the night 
vefore Thankdgiving. and the jury rec- 
ommended that he be’ hung. 

His attorney asked for a new trial on 
the ground that he had .not been legally 
declared sane before he was placed on 
trial. Ju@ge Hadley granted a new 
trial, but expresse] an opinion that the 
verdict was just. An inquiry into the 
man’s mental condition was then con- 
ducted and he was declared sane. His 
second trial and conviction followed. 

The jury first took a ballot on. Gavri- 
lovich’s. sanity and found that he was 
sane. On the question of his guilt only 
one ballot was taken,

Sweet Cherry Pickle. 

AKE Murillo cherries, or any sour 
variety, seed by hand, cover with 
vinegar, not too “sour, and let 
stand over night. Next day drain 

off the vinegar, pressing lightly so as 
not to bruise the fruit. (Throw this 
away). Then measure the cherries, by 
the cupful; to every cup of fruit take a 
cup of sugar; put in stone jar; alternat- 
ing a cup of sugar to one of cherries. 
Stir well every morning for one week (it 
takes this long for the sugar to dis- 
solve), then put up in airtight glass jars. 
Will keep indefinitely. Serve with duck, 
goose or turkey. 
Tapioca Pudding. 
OAK a cup of tapioca (after washing 
it through several waters) in warm 
water, just to cover it, three hours. 
(Some taploca which is on the market 
needs little soaking). Then pour over 


three pints of sweet milk, yolks of six 
eggs well beaten with dne and one-half 


cups of sugar, one-half teaspoon of salt, 
one-half teaspoon of nutmeg. Place in- 
gredients in a double boiler and let 
cook as thick as custard. Place in-pud- 
ding dish and set in the oven five or tén 
minutes so that it will dry ,on. top. 
Make a meringue of the six whites and 
pour on top, smoothing nicely. Brown 
slightly in the oven. For a small fam- 
ily half of the quantities can be used. 
It is improved by serving a sauce with 
it,
